Heavy Stage Robbery in the Moun- 
3 tains 


A Single Highwayman Makes a Haul of $4713 
~-A Posse in Hot Pursuit—The Reason 
the Chiricahuas did not Come in. 


San FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—The Sonora 
and Milton stage was halted and robbed 
at eight o’clock this morning, three miles 
east of Copperopolis, Calaveras county, 
by a single highwayman, who ’secured 
$4,713 in retort gold shipped at Sonora, 
and which wag en route to this city. Par- 
ticulars of the robbery are very meager, 
the only intelligence being that contained 
in brief dispatches to Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
detective, J. W. Hume. The stage was 
due in Copperopolis half an huur after the 
robbery. A posse was immediately organ- 
ized at Sonora and at Copperopolis, and 
an energetic eff rt will be made to cap- 
ture the daring road agent. The stage 
Carried no messenger but the driver gen- 
erally went armed. This is the first rob- 
bery on the road since 1861, when Charles 


-E. Wiebachk stood up a stage about the 


same place. He obtained an iron box but 
could not open it. He was hunted down 
by detective Hume and a posse, and gota 
long stretch in San Quentin.

You are ‘therefore respectfully requested 
to appoint one of your number as 
& committee to meet the Controller 
and the Attorney-General and consult 
with them at the rooms of the Board of 
Supervisors of the city and county of San 
Francisco on the 10th of November, 1883, 
in order to devise means of carrying out 
said appeal. Herewith please find a copy 
of a resolution which it will be proper for 
your honorable body to pass in the prem- 
ises. Signed, Geo. Stoneman, Governor; 
E. C. Marshall, Attorney General; John P. 
Dunn, Controller. The resolution re- 
ferred to authorizes the Board to appoint 
-&@ person to make contracts to assist in 
paying the expenses of appeal. The letter 
has been sent to all the boards of super- 
visors having delinquent railroad tax 
accounts. |

One of the heaviest expenses at present 
in the cvunty is that engendered by 
criminal trials and_the docket ot our 
Superier Court is at present fearfully 
crowded with either untried cases or 
cases which have: been tried once and 
on account of the fzilures of juries to 
agree must again be gone over at 
enormous additional expense. Those 

_ citizens who are called upon to doduty 
as jurors should bear in mind that 
their duty to the commonwealth com- 
pels them to lay aside all personal bias, 
and as far as is in their power make jus- 
tice speedy and certain. A glance 
over the criminal docket by taxpayers 
will show that some’ more speedy 
method of disposing of these cases is 
needed, else in time the burden will 
be far greater, heavy as it is at present.

Postal Rates Ninety Years Ago. 
From the Elmira (N. Y.) Advertiser. | 
- Now that the two-cent postage law. 
has gone into effect, the following 
provisions of the first law of Congress 
on the subject will be read with inter- 
est: 

February 20, 1792, was the date of 
the first act fixing rates of postage on 
domestic letters, and established the 
following rates to take effect June 1, 
1792: 
Act February 20, 1792, Section 9, 
by land: For every ‘single letter not 
exceeding 30 miles, 6 eents. 

For every single letter over 30 
miles and not exceeding 60 miles, 8 
cents. 

For every single letter over 60 
miles and not exceeding 100 miles, 10 
cents. 

For every single letter over 100 
miles and not exceeding 150 miles, 124 
cents. 

For every single letter over 150 
miles and not exceeding 200 miles, 15 
cents. 

For every single letter over 200 
miles and not exceeding 250 miles, 17 
cents. 

For every single letter over 250 


cents. 

For every single letter over 350 
miles and not exceeding 450 miles, 22 
cents. 

For every single letter over 450 
miles, 25 cents. 

For every double 
said rates. 

For every triple letter, triple the 
said rates. 

For every packet weighing one 
ounce avordupois to pay at the rate of 
single letters to the ounce, and in pro- 
portion for any greater weight.

Our Future. 

To the Editor of the Times— Str: 
The next twenty years will find Los An- 
geles advanced to a position hardly con- 
ceived of at present. It will then be the 
capital of Southern California, with a pop- 
ulation of at least one hundred thousand 
souls, and where will the capitol be 
erected? Although Iam not a property- 
holder, and am one of the obscure and 
uninfluential citizens of the city, yet I 
‘may be permitted to express my opinion 
upon any matter of public policy. 

‘Years ago the present site of the 
Central school building should have been 
set apart by the city for courthouse 


purposes. A religious denomination was 
allowed to get possession of a portion of 
the premises. Two years ago, however, 
it was anxious to sell the property for 
$5,000. | 
The city should then haye boughtit. A 
gentleman bought it a year later for $10,- 
000, and now would not probably sell it 
for $20,000. The church possessed 160 
feet front on High street, and running 
back to within a few feet of the school 
building. 
When the present owner sees fit to in- 
close and excavate the premises it will 
spoil the city property for school] purposes. 
Even now there is insufticient ground for 
the 400 children there assembled daily— 
andy as has been suggested, ‘the hill be 
cut flown twenty-five feet and another 
story built under the present building— 
ing ita twelve room building instead 
of as now an eight room. bui)ding-—there 
will be assembled 600 children daily, 
with no grounds sufficient for their 
accommodation. It is clear tomy mind 
that itis only a question of time when 
the site will have to be abandoned for 
school purposes. The close proximity of 
the courthouse will render it very desira- 
ble for other purposes. Could the prop- 
erty recently sold to Judge Stephens by 
the church be regained by the city, it 
could be held for school purposes until 
‘our city puts on its State Capital robes, 
and then it would beyond all ques- 
tion be the most suitable location for the 
new capitol building. The hill could be 
graded down 25 or 30 feet and bulk-head- 
ed on High, Temple and Fort streets with 
massive rock, and then graded and ter- 
raced in a beautiful manner, and covered 
with shade trees, furnishing a most splen- 
did site¢for our new Statecapitol. But 
will it be done? Nay,indeed. Those who 
have for 15 or 20 years seen the wonderful 
management of our city affairs, will only 
smile atthe suggestions made by your 
disinterested correspondent. But it might

To the Editor of the Times—Str:

Then, again, one might believe 
that these objections to high rents are not 
serious thoughts—the writers, like Jules 
Verne’s geographer, merely arguing for 
the sake of arguing, or else writing out 
these objections to know if their com- 
munications are worthy of publication. 
From the make-up of certain commu- 
nications one would be led to believe 
that ‘‘Miss Grundy,’’ or ‘‘A- Working- 
woman,’’ would rather be the sweet 
singer of California or an Ouida of the 
West than a reformer of the laws of house- 
renting.
